Death of Well Known Pioneer, One 
, of District’s Most Versatile 
_ , ‘ • Citizens 

In the death of "Dad” Fletcher of 
Brant, the dii^rict loses one of its 
most interesting and vital characters, 
llis life history was a fascinating 
tecord of frontier life, and of tre- 
niendousf physical vigor and deter¬ 
mination. His large scale, progres¬ 
sive farming methods have attracted 
the attention- of national agricultur¬ 
ists, and his colorful personality de¬ 
lighted a host of friends all over the 
country. The following is the tribute 
from the Lethbridge Herald: 

Brant is mourning the death of its 
“Grand Olcf Man” in the person oi 
William Henry “Dad” Fletcher, old- 
timer and noted as an old-time fiddler 
lie died in his 80th year at a Calgary 
hospital Monday afternoon, being ad¬ 
mitted last Thursday. He made his 
own arrangements with the hospital 
by telephone, saying he was suffering 
with sdme sort of heart trouble, lie 
rajlied once when he remarked' to his 
son, “1 nearly died.” 

“Dad” Fletcher was one of 
best known characters in this part of 
the country. He operated an exten¬ 
sive vegetable garden- and was a 
large land owner. One of his hobbies 
was old-time fiddling and he-won the 
Alberta championship one year. He 
and his sons came from western Ore¬ 
gon where he operated a sawmill in 
1905, filing on homesteads in Alberta. 

He is survived by two sons, Frank 
L. and Fred J., of Brant;'two daugh¬ 
ters, Mrs. L. F. Brown, Seattle, and 
Mrs. Mary E. Mumford, Seattle; 
thirteen grandchildren and three 
great-grandchildren. His wife died 
some years ago.

ISSUING SCRIPT 

The town of Raymond has instituted an experiment this 
year, which after nine months of trial is apparently prov¬ 
ing successful. 

In the face of considerable opposition, the Council at 
the beginning of the year, issued script to citizens for 
services of various kinds. This was issued on the secur¬ 
ity of unpaid taxes. Tradesmen of the town co-operated 
by accepting the script at face value. The script circulat¬ 
ed through every channel of the business life of the town. 

One of the agreements was that ftis form of currency 
could be used at any time in paymentof- taxes or of muni¬ 
cipal rates. It was to be redeemable iri cash in January 
1933. 

With nine months expiring, the greater part of the war 
rants issued during the year, have already been returned 
to various departments and been cancelled. 

Script issued up to September amounted to $fj$49 and 
of this 18,717 has been redeemed. The smatt amount out¬ 
standing is expected to be absorbed in tax payments. 

One of the direct benefits during the year, has been the 
increased purchasing amongst local business houses, as 
the script jnust of necessity be used within the district. 
It has also enabled citizens to pay bills and taxes. 

During the year there has been an increase of $11,000 
in tax payments, and in business tax of $3,200. The fin¬ 
ancial condition of the town is said to be improved gener¬ 
ally, with debentures paid promptly, no money owed on 
current borrowings, and a reduction of 1931 borrowings. 

While the experiment has not yet completed a twelve 
month’s trial, it is so far as one cah learn, successful. For 
that reason it is rousing attention amongst neighboring 
towns, and from many points of the province come re¬ 
quests for information. 


POISONED ARROWS 


It has come to the attention of The Advocate that Hon. 
O. L. McPherson, Minister of Public Works, is being sub¬ 
jected to a campaign of innuendo and false suggestions. 
This attack has no bearing on his efficiency, as a public 
sen-ant, but centres on his private life, distorting and 
misconstruing certain inevitable experiences, to make him 
appear in a most unfavorable light. 

This is a matter on which it is difficult to write with¬ 
out risk of givng further bffense. But the attack is of 
such a nature that it cannot be igntfred either by friends 
of Mr. McPherson, or by any advocate of fair play. Cer¬ 
tain “gutter” publications have launched forth with pois¬ 
oned darts and covert attack, and unfortunately one or 
two reputable papers have mistakingly expressed them¬ 
selves without being familiar with facts. There is also 
known to be a whispering campaign of a most depicable 
nature, circulating round the country. 

It is unnecessary to say that the form and substance of 
this attack, is revolting to all decent citizens. In Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson’s own riding where he is most intimately known 
he retains the unqualified respect of political supporters 
and opponents alike. Ajnongst other acquaintances also 
he is regarded personally, with a confidence quite un¬ 
shaken by any scurrilous reports. The only harm which 
may result is amongst those to whom-tke Minister of 
Public Works is no more than a name. 

Although his public life is not touched upojj in these 
whisperings, it is undoubtedly for the purpose of injur¬ 
ing him politically that they are being spread. »slf any 
opposing party is adopting such methods, it can take no 
surer way of alienating every honorable citizen. 

In matters of public policy, Mr. McPherson no doubt, 
receives and expects outspoken criticism. That is all in 
the game, the lot of any public servant. In the opinion 
of .The ’ . he has been and is an efficient administra¬ 
tor of his department' But that does not enter into the 
present matter. 

These are difficult times for individuals, and there is a 
certain desperate tendency to seek to tear down those in 
authority. 1 here is no doubt that those in public office are 
sensitive to this atmosphere, which makes their harass¬ 
ing labors, still more difficult. Leaders ar e sufficiently 
pilloried in their official capacity. 

To peer into their private lives; to nii»riipi-.i. fllt anf f- 
falsify.-thq rr mo s t i nt i mate pci.sr maTexperiences, is an 
offense to all decent people. 

In the articles and rumors in question, the zealous de- 
famers have sunk so far as to involve the name of Mrs. 


McPherson in false and libellous insinuations. 

It is. time that the self-appointed exposers were them¬ 
selves exposed. 


THE COUNTRY NEEDS 


Most of us belong to some branch of the Order of 
'■‘What this country needs.” Quite a propor^gpn of us 
subscribe to the branch whose pledge of allegiance is 
“What the country needs is trained economists in office.” 
The Comox Argus as quoted last week, says: “The man 
who aspires to enter public life should be required to take 
a course in economics and the science of government. 
Then he must take his chance of election just as a doc¬ 
tor or dentist hangs out his shingle and waits for custo¬ 
mers. Such a course would immediately raise the status 
of the elected public servant” 

A little variation qf this belief, is found amongst those 
who point to the heredity and training whch precede the 
careers of many British statesmen. They are destined, in 
a sense, to serve their country in Parliament. In many 
instances they have become the world’s greatest states¬ 
men. The zest and ability for public office seems to run 
in families, although father and son frequently are to be 
found on opposite sides of the House. 

There has been little evidence of family tendency in 
this newer country of ours. It is rarely that son succeeds 
father in Parliament, rarely that the desire for public of¬ 
fice is found in two successive generations. There have 
heen few instances of definite training for Parliamentary 
leadership. 

One party springs into power, and the popular mdh of 
that party are catapulted into Cabinet positions^often 
untried and possibly quite unfitted, for their posts. After 
a series of almost inevitable mistakes, at the expense of 
the people, these men become experienced and useful ser¬ 
vants. Then there is another election. That party goes 
out of power, a new party enters the picture, and with it, 
a troop of new inexperienced leaders, who start in to 
make their special brand of mistakes. 

But would the academic training in economics and 
science of government, as suggested by the Comox Ar¬ 
gus, be any guarantee of practical ability. Have the 
trained, economists in the present crisis been successful 
in remedying prevailing ills? Are the most able men in 
Canada today, the men who studied economics academi¬ 
cally or those who learned from practical experience. 

Supposing the bright young men of our country, with 
facility in argument and a “good platform manner,” de¬ 
voted years in preparation for public-life. Suppose they 
emerged from their training to contest election against 
their brothers, who had left school and had made a defin¬ 
ite success of their’ own particular lines of business. 
Wnich group would be most likely to get our votes? Very 
likely those who had demonstrated in some practical way 
that they knew something of business. We are still a 
pioneer people, pinning our faith to the doers rather than 
the thinkers. - 


DOES WHEAT REIGN 

This is the national season of fulfilment. A^jain- thfe 
soil has renewed its pledge of fertility. Nature has done 
her utmost to make us a prosperous and happy people. 
At the moment, the fields of Western Canada are in the 
spot light of the world. The good fortune of every phase 
of economic life in Canada is tied up in our wheat crop. 

We are the heart of the choicest granary of the world. 
Our streams of wheat are the finest that nature and 
man’s labor have so far developed. Directly or indirectly, 
the prosperity of the majority of Canadians is dependent 
upon the fields that stretch about us for endless miles. 

Does it not seem that King Wheat, that major export 
from our snores, should be the foundation from which to 
build all secondary prices? Yet the price of wheat bears 
no remote relation to other commodities. 

A visit to the elevators shows the flood of No. 1 wheat 
pouring in. The wheat is delivered in a steady stream by 
substantial trucks, by magnificent horses and strong 
wagons. One day spent at .any elevator is a revelation 
of the capital involved in marketing a wheat crop. A 
trip around the country is another revelation of outlay 
and capital. Fields, heavy with stooked grain, threshing 
machines, trucks and other farm machinery, work horses, 
comfortable homes and farm buildings, all represent the 
permanent foundation of Qanada, the expense involved in 
producing Canada’s greatest single source of wealth.fThe 
whole Canadian structure is dependent on this invest¬ 
ment, at the same time maintaining its various pre-de¬ 
pression prices, w-hen the foundation has collapsed to 
four-fifths of its old value. 

The same fertile ground that produced $1.50 wheat, has 
not lost its productiveness. The farmer gives the same 
long hours of painstaking labor to produce the grain. Yet 
what are his returns in comparison with the food he 
-buys, the clothes he wears, the machinery he requires, 
the money which he has borrowed, the freight whirfh he 
must pay.. 

When King Wheat is bowed low, how long can his sub¬ 
jects continue to flourish?

The first fnnehine invented to handle smutty wheat was produc- X 
ed in Hungary. This machine was made of carborandrum composition x 
and could handle smutty wheat in the dry conditionally. Due to smut a 
being very explosive this was deemed unpractical and it seemed saf- 
er to wash the wheat. And true, atter many years of ‘experiment 
this wheat can be washed today and utilized the same as other grades * *
